SHOULD CHILDREN ATTEND

In his interesting book, Spiritual 
Power for Your Congregation, Dr.

ECONOMIC ADVISOR 
TO THE PRESIDENT 


Another Lutheran occupying a 
position of great importance these 
days is Dr. Gabriel Hauge, econom- 
ic adviser to the President. Dr. 
Hauge, reflecting, no doubt, the po- 
sition of the Administration, recent- 
ly addressed the American Finance 
Conference in Washington, express- 
ing “tremendous confidence” in the 
basic growth of our country’s econ- 
omy. Dr. Hauge’s pronouncement, 
according to press reports, has been 
rather sharply opposed by a num- 
ber of prominent economists who 
forecast a real, though not disturb- 
ing, recession for 1958. On the 
other hand, Dr. Hauge’s predictions 
have been approved by Chairman 
William McChesney Martin of the 
Federal Reserve Board and by oth- 
er experts in the field who—barring 
all-out war or some great inter- 
national calamity—see an uncloud- 
ed future of growth at home and 
abroad in the field of our economic 
and industrial effort. 


This column is hardly the place 
to discuss the merit or demerit of 
Dr. Hauge’s economic beliefs. It is, 
however, in order here as a news 
item to call attention to the fact 
that our Chief Executive is willing 
to be advised by men of Christian 
background and conviction and that 
among these advisers is one who 
emanates from the Lutheran par- 
sonage—Dr. Gabriel Hauge. 


Sometimes the influence of the 
church seems small to the point of 
being meaningless. On the other 
hand, when the church can produce 
men who serve as Dr. Hauge is 
doing at this time, the work of the 
church becomes highly important— 
important to the point of becoming 
a decisive factor in government 
and world affairs.

It was during these long days and 
weeks of forced idleness, the first 
- ones in her life, that she began to 

think about her life and her reason of 
being, and when she was eventually 
released she sought contact with the 
Gospel of Christ and soon asked to 
become a Christian. 

A short time later the family moved 
to Rennie’s Mill Camp and found 
shelter in one of the squatter huts. 
The father and the eldest son manage 
to work off and on, but their income 
is by no means sufficient to make 
ends meet. That was how things were 
when the twins were born. 

We have allocated some of our 
funds to build a better and bigger hut 
for them, we have found work as an 
auxiliary teacher for the father, and 
we have provided a small sum for the 
purchase of raw material and tools 
with which the rest of the family can 


_ start a handicraft. 


The twins look almost like normal 
children of their age now, and we
